The controversy developed aft- 
er the advisory board recom- 
mended two doctors to the city 
council for appointments to the 
hospital authority. The recom- 
mendations were Dr. Robert Cog- 
gins and Dr. M. V. D. Teem. 
Coggins was put on the authority 
but Dr. Ralph Fowler was re- 
appointed instead of Dr. Teem. 


Commissioner McCollum . said 
he requested appointment of Dr. 
Teem because he “is an honest, 
shrewd businessman who knows 
the value of a dollar.” He said 
the city council refused to ap- 
point Dr. Teem because the coun- 
cil ‘‘was afraid he would delve 
into the operation of the hospital 
too thoroughly and find where the 
waste and extravagance isin the 
organization.” 


McCollum told of “numerous 
complaints about the high rates 
at Kennestone Hospital.”’ He said 
one patient was charged 75 cents 
for an aspirin. 


“Until the rates are justified 
and exhorbitant salaries’ are 
justified,” said McCollum, “I 
can not see the county taxpayers’ 
money being wasted on such an 
operation.”

Promises by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
to throw the full support of his office be- 
hind investigations of corruption in the 
past administration are welcomed, as be- 
lated as they are. 

In view of past performances, how- 
ever, the attorney general’s promises can 
be judged only after determined action to 
perform a major function of his office—to 
protect the interests of the taxpayers and 
citizens of the state in matters relating 
to administration of their government 
through diligent investigations and prose- 
cutions of alleged wrongdoings. 

No amount of rationalizing at this late 
date can excuse failure after failure to 
give such protection as now being shown 
in repeated revelations of complete dis- 
regard of the rules in department after 
department.

DeKalb Jury Focuses 
On Need for Planning 


DeKalb County’s growth problems, 
the subject of increased discussion dur- 
ing the past year, received appropriate 
attention from the outgoing grand jury. 

In its presentments the jury called for 
more comprehensive and continuous 
planning activities, a further study of 
possibilities for governmental reorgani- 
zation and for the state to widen end 
resurface certain heavily traveled state 
roads in the county. 

Furthermore, the jury maintained, 
there is an inequitable distribution of 
state expenditures within the county in 
relation to taxes paid. A large share of 
the blame was attributed to the fact that 
DeKalb has under-representation in the 
Legislature, a plight shared by many 
Georgia counties. 

But the root of most DeKalb prob- 
lems goes back to the lack of adequate 
planning in years past. The county has ex- 
perienced a rapid but Topsy-like growth 
from rural to urban status. 

Some of the accompanying transitions, 
such as recent legislative action to grant 
the county certain municipal powers, are 
now being effected. 

But there are many others that should 
be made. Possible consolidation and co- 
ordination of governmental units should 
be studied thoroughly with a view to- 
ward economy and greater efficiency. 
The long-range outlook calls for investi- 
gation into the feasibility of a single 
government. 

Land use is a matter that should be 
accorded high priority on DeKalb’s study 


list. 


In working out solutions to imme- 
diate difficulties, the county would do 
well to look to the future. Predictions 
are that the population, now estimated 
at 220,000, will be approximately 400,000 
some 20 years from now. 

Only through realistic planning that 
looks far enough ahead can the county 
avoid an intensifying of problems. 

The grand jury’s recommendations 
should provide impetus to study move- 
ments provided in recent legislation and 
encourage further effort in the field. of 
planning.

The Traffic and Transportation Com- 
mission acted in the ‘interests of 
downtown Atlanta Monday in voting to 
ban or restrict parking on stretches of 
nine streets. 

Action was deferred on seven other 
segments after merchants raised vigorous 
protests to the proposed changes. 

Their objections were based on the 
contention that parking restrictions would 
result in loss of business. While such 
could be the immediate effect in some 
instances, the core area as a whole and 
even the majority, if not all, of those 
protesting proposed restrictions stand to 
lose far more if traffic congestion worsens 
in the business section. 

Downtown street parking for the con- 
venience of a relatively few shoppers or 
store employes is a luxury that no grow- 
ing city such as Atlanta can afford.

Wilkinson Home Guards 
Held Sherman 3 Days 


Wilkinson County, in central Georgia, was created from Creek 
Indian lands in 1803, ranking 29th in order of creation. It was 
named for Gen. James Wilkinson, an officer of the Revolutionary 
et ta ig the county. seat, reportedly was named for Gov. 
Jared Irwin. 


A wing of Union Gen. Sherman’s army, en route to the sea, 
passed through Wilkinson County in 1864. At the Oconee River 
bridge, home guard troops held back a Union force for three days 
and there was a skirmish between Confederate Gen. Wheeler's 
cavalry and Sherman’s advance troops at Ball’s Ferry. There is a 
story that J. Rufus Kelly, a one-legged soldier, by himself fought 
off federal troops for four hours at Gordon. 

Allentown is on the site of a prehistoric Indian 
village which was abandoned after it was de- 
stroyed by a hurrricane about 1600. In the upper 
part of Wilkinson County on the Oconee was Ft. 
Advance, a place of refuge for white settlers dur- 
ing the Indian troubles of 1814. Kaolin, a type of 
clay used in ceramics, plastics, paints, adhesives, 
rubber and paper, is mined in the county. Black 

Lake is in the eastern section of the county. 


Wilkinson County has 9,100 residents (1957 estimate), ranking 
100th in population (1950 census). Irwinton had 700 residents (1950 
census). Towns include McIntyre, Toomsboro, Edgars, Ivey, Nick- 
elsville and Allentown. 


Wilkinson County covers 458 square miles, ranking 39th in size. 
There were 601 farms, averaging 254 acres, in the county in 1955. 
About 63 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 16 per 
cent in harvested croplands. Main crops were corn, cotton and 
small grains. About 61 per cent of the total farm income came from 
dairy, poultry and livestock programs. E

Stones were 
thrown, several windows broken 
and cherry (torpedo-like) bombs 
thrown. 


FIRE IN PARK 


_A brush fire broke out in a park 
a-block away. Speeding fire en- 
gines added to the commotion. 


Twelve state police with the 
four dogs broke up the milling 
crowd. Six juveniles were arrest- 
ed. So was Ronald Bramble, about 
2, who lives across the street 
from the Negro family. 


Bramble resisted and when po- 
lice tried to handcuff him he fell.

In today’s hand by logical de 
duction, West hit upon the one 
lead to defeat the contract of 
three no trump. 


South opened the bidding with 
one heart, and North elected to 
respond with his shorter spade 
suit. Since his hand contained no 
great strength, he preferred not 
to increase the contract by nam- 
ing his longer diamond suit. South 
was unduly aggressive in now 
leaping to two no trump. This call 
normally designates a holding 
— 19-20 points in high 
Cc . 


North’s three diamond re-bid 
is a wasted effort. He has no 
intention of playing a spade con- 
tract even if he gets a delayed 
preference, nor should he con- 
template a minor suit game which 
requires 11 tricks. North should 
therefore bid three no trump di- 
rectly, inasmuch as his 7 points 
are sufficient for the raise. 


Had West chosen to lead the 
unbid club suit, the three no 
trump contract probably would 
have been fulfilled unless East 
shifted immediately to a spade. 
But he realized that the only en- 
tries dummy could have for the 
diamond suit were no doubt in 
spades, and if these entries were 
attacked, it might be possible to 
prevent the run of the diamonds 
after they became established, 
and West knew that it would take 
at least two diamond leads for de- 
clarer to clear that suit. 


With that definite purpose, the 
jack of spades was led. When 
West regained the lead with a 
diamond, he continued with the 
10 of spades, depriving the dum- 
my of its last entry. By merely 
holding up one round of diamonds. 
West was able to shut out the 
dummy and was held to 
seven tricks.

Tranquilizers Great 
For Mental Cases 


The tranquilizer has a very | 35 Girl 


good and proper place in medi- 
cine. It has reduced the necessity 
of commitments to mental insti- 
tutions by a considerable number, 
and it has made the home care 
of the psychotic patient much 
easier. 


In the mental hospitals these 
drugs, appropriately. used, have 
lessened the need for surgery or 
shock treatment and have made 
restraint less necessary. In other 
words, they have made the lives 
of the mentally ill patients and of 
their families, friends and cus- 
todians much happier than ever 
before. 


‘All who deal with unfortu- 
nate human beings who are agi- 
tated and worried in a morbid 
way are grateful beyond the 
power of expression for tran- 
quilizers. 

The exact way in which these 
drugs act upon the nervous sys- 
tem is not absolutely clear as 
yet. It is apparent that they in- 
terfere with the influence of one’s 
environment upon one’s mind, 
lessening the reaction to stress 
and strain and decreasing the 
vagaries of the sick imagination. 


This means that the brain un- 
dergoes certain changes in be- 
havior, transient as they may be. 
If that behavior has been ab- 
normal, the changes may indeed 
be exceedingly beneficial. But the 
influences which bring about 
these changes are chemical ones 
and they are also exerted to some 


All of this is intended to point 
out three things. First, like all 
beneficent drugs properly used, 
these tranquilizers have a most 
useful place in the treatment of 


Third, it has been proved 
that some of the tranquilizers 
cause side effects which are not 
desirable. For this reason an 
overseeing physician is a 
‘‘must.”’ 


Finally, if “nerves” can be 
managed in a natural way by 
good living, good books, good ser- 
mons or a good walk out-of-doors, 
why resort to chemistry? After 
all, life is much more of a chal- 
lenge than can be met by the in- 
troduction of alien chemical 
forces into our brains, necessary 
as they may be at times.

Draper Says| 


Jesse Draper defended the ad- 
ministration of the Atlanta Muni- 
cipal Airport Tuesday, telling 
Kiwanians that it is run “as you 
would like to have your business 
run.” 


While not referring directly to a 
pending legislative investigation 
of the airport, Draper said the 
huge facility is being run on a 
“business basis.” 


The airport’s operation will be 
studied by a five-man committee 
set. up by legislature last. week. 
One of the points likely to be con- 
sidered by the investigators is 
the “‘negotiated contract” system. 


Draper, chairman of the Avia- 
tion Committee of Atlanta’s Board 
of Aldermen, said that negotiated 
contracts were preferable to high 
bid contracts and that he would 
continue to uphold the former. 
FINDS $18,000 PROFIT 

Negotiated contracts have in- 
creased revenue from the airport, 
Draper continued. He said that in 
1946 a “badly run” cafeteria 
which returned all profits, netted 
the city $3,000 a year. Now, he 
said, the cafeteria at the airport 
hets the city something like $13,- 
000 a month on a percentage 
basis. ‘ 


“The city of Atlanta does not 
run the airport,” Draper told the 
gathering. “We are only its house- 
keepers. We see that it is run on 
a business basis. The real busi- 
ness of the airport is handled by 
the Federal Aviation Agency and 
by the airlines,” he asserted. 


Draper said that the 1,500 acre 
airport furnishes Georgia’s second 
largest payroll, $35,000,000 an- 
nually. He said that its value 
today is $20,384,000 and that it 
would be worth $47,384,000 by 1960 
when the new terminal building 
and Delta’s jet-overhaul building 
are completed. 

PAYROLL HIT $75,000 

Last year, the city payroll. 
amounted to $75,000, according to 
Draper. He said that gross in- 
come from the airport was $839,- 
000 and expenditures were $654,- 
000. He said that there were 1.,- 
400,000 passengers “in” and about 
the same number ‘“‘out.”’ 


Airport .employes now number 
7,000, Draper said, with a pre- 
dicted 10,000 “in the offing.”’ He 
said that buildings put up by the 
airlines on the “dollar-a-year”’ 
lease basis would one day belong 
to the city.

WASHINGTON (#—The Supreme 
Court Tuesday granted a stay of 
a Florida court, order directing 
that four Miami residents give 
information about members of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. 


The Florida Supreme Court or- 
dered four members and officers 
of the Miami branch of NAACP 
to answer questions asked by a 
Florida legislative investigating 
committee, 


The four were called as wit-| 


nesses in an investigation by the 
committee of asserted Commu- 
nist infiltration of the associa- 
tion. 

Challenging the state court 
order, the four said they stood 
on the constitutional rights of 
free speech and association. 


The high tribunal in granting 
the stay specified that it would 
remain in effect until final Su- 
preme Court action on an appeal 
which the four persons would 
file later.

It Planning Retirement 


Q. I’ve just celebrated my 
40th birthday. While I know 
“life begins at 40,” I’m start- 
ing to worry about saving or 
investing enough money for re- 
tirement. 


My own father and mother 
are retired now, and have bare- 
ly enough to live on. Yet when 
they set their monthly retire- 
ment goal — in the ’30’s — it 
looked luxurious. How can I set 
a realistic one? Mr. S. P., Beau- 
mont, Tex. 


A. You're planning 20 to 25 
years ahead, Mr. S. P., and no 
one can pinpoint, precisely, 
what prices will be at that time. 
But here’s a formula that takes 
into account long-term inflation 
of the past and the best opin- 
ions on future prospects: 


First, decide at what yearly 
income you could retire, happi- 
ly, were you 65 years old today. 


Then, up your: income esti- 
mate by about 2% for each 
year from now until the time 
you actually leave your job. 


Suppose you and your wife 
decide you could retire on 
$4,000 a year—if you had just 
celebrated your 65th birthday 
instead of your 40th. You will 
retire 25 years from now.
